One of the most controversial subjects in numismatics is the 
grading of coins. In this article we will consider a few points of 
interest in grading and evaluating the popular series, Indian cents. 

The picture above shows the Indian cent where the first wear 
is likely to appear. Some beginning collectors have been fooled 
. because they have not used a magnifying glass to detect wear at 

hese points when purchasing a so-called uncirculated coin. All 

ollectors need to know what to look for in condition if they plan to 
¥ acquire coins for both pleasure and possible future profit. 

For even the beginning collector, the safest investment is the 
best quality of Indian cent the collector can afford. If, however, 
the collector cannot afford a very fine to uncirculated specimen, 
then he should try to acquire a fine condition coin. 

A fine Indian cent is one that shows wear but all the letters 
in LIBERTY on the head band are plainly visible. In addition, 
the cent should have no corrosion, nicks, scratches, or edge bruises. 
Minor but visible defects such as these lower the grade of the coin 
from fine to very good. Heavy corrosion or a plainly visible but 
not very serious defect lowers the grade to good — “Liberty” or 
no ‘“‘Liberty!” 

A very good Indian cent with minor defects is one with a por- 
ion of Liberty showing.

Reference to Joseph Weintraub’s suggestion of inserting the 
letter “P” for future proof coins. We have received letters listing 
(2) clubs with the signatures of their members who would like to 
see this suggestion approved. This seems to be a good idea and 
should be discussed with the members of all coin clubs, for their 
comments and suggestions. Please write this magazine with a list 
of names who approve. The purpose of this is to help protect the 
collector from buying fake proof coins. The letter “P’’ would iden- 
tify it to be genuine. 

A discouraging note is to see advertisers offering coins and rolls 
at ridiculous prices. For example, 1943-S Steel cents at some $40.00 
per roll (191,550,000) struck. There has been a tendency to foilow 
the leader, which hurts the hobby. Note the price fall of (Proof 
sets). This practice only causes false prices. Advertisers are privil- 
eged to buy or sell as they please, but if the interest of the coin 
hobby is at heart, they should refrain from spiralling up items that 
are plentiful. Like everything else the average person makes a 
market, price adjustments are needed! But, put them out of the 
collectors reach and you have an unhealthy situation. 


Of interest has been the (Gold Note) currency series. Many 
collectors of this series are wondering about the recent protests to 
have these notes collectable. They truly are of numismatic value! 
They should have the same status as the gold coins. 


Yours truly had the pleasure of meeting Mr. Orisan Jones, the 
President of ‘“‘The Delaware Valley Coin Club’ of New Jersey.

POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON SOME 
POPULAR COINS. 

1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on wheat 
stalk and Lincolns ear are a good spot to 
look for wear. On a coin classed as very 
good most lines should be showing, on a 
coin graded fine they should be sharp. 


5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus Unum is 
legible on coins graded good, clear on coins 
graded very good. One graded fine should 
1ave full liberty. 


5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good coin edge 
of word Liberty may be slightly worn, but 
on one graded very good the word Liberty 
is clear and one-half of horn shows, a fine 
coin should have nearly a full horn, a 
coin clas: as very fine has full horn and 
tail shuws on hip. 

10 CENT MERGURY: Watch lines on 
fasces, on coins classed very good some 
fasces lines show, a fine coin should have 
most all lines. 


FOR BEGiNNERS who are just starting 
to collect, here are a few suggestions and 
some advice. First, a coin guide book is 
a must. They can be purchased tor $1.00 or 
more for helpful information: on care, 
condition, value, amount minted, types, 
now coins are made, and other news of 
help and interest. Most coins can be found 
im circulation. As you are making your 
set always try to improve the worn coins. 
Value of coins depends greatly on the 
condition. Never clean or polish coins un- 
less you are experienced. If you must try, 
use a common date coin. There are handy 
cleaning kits available for this purpose. 
Coin insert folders and other supplies can 
be obtained at your dealer. You may also 
notice that the age of old coins do not 
make them rare. There are some late date 
coins minted that are worth more than 
some hundreds of years old. What makes 
one coin worth more than another are by 
these factors: Amount of coins minted, 
availability, collectors demand and any 
unusual die strikes. Coins can be obtained 
through purchases, by auctions or trading 
with collectors. Mint sets can be bought 
by writing the Treasury Dept., U. 8. Office 
of Treasury, Washington 25, D. C., at 
face value, plus postage and handling. To 
obtain Proof Sets of current year send 
$2.10 money order to Supt. Phila. Mint 
16th and Spring Garden Streets, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. You may order as many sets as 
you wish. Commemorative half dollars 


are authorized periodically by Congress. 
These halves when issued are not sold by 
the mints. they are turned over to a 
Commission authorized by Congress at face 
value. The Commission then sells the 
halves at a premium.

CANADA’S DOLLARS: INTERESTING, INEXPENSIVE 
Story and Chart by H. Don Allen 


Canada, which started striking silver dollars when the United 
States left off, in 1935, will have a record boom in the big silver 
“presentation” coin in 1958. Further, if you expect to be looking for 
a scarce date to salt away, you can bet your bottom silver dollar 
that a low mintage is in the offing for 1959. 

For Canada’s silver dollar is a remarkably predictable coin. 

When it appears in fancy dress for a commemorative issue, 
the public makes a run on the banks and silver dollars turn up as 
birthday gifts or (in massive bulk!) as remembrances on silver 
anniversaries. 

And the Bank of Canada, which releases Canada’s coinage, 
visibly shudders. For, sure as fate, when the big year is over the 
silver cartwheels, by the thousands, come rolling back to the banks. 

A lean year follows, and few further coins are struck. The 
bank is glutted with circulated dollars. And little old ladies start 
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ordering shiny new ones for nephews and nieces, and the cycle me 
, IN 


goes on. 

Indeed, following the record 1939 Royal Visit striking of one 
and a third million of the big pieces, the banks were so glutted that 
no more were needed until 1945, and none were struck. 

But, for every other year between 1935 and now, a large or 
small number of the heavy coins has reached circulation, in direct 
proportion to public demand. Surprisingly, while some years are 
remarkably scarce (for example, only 18,780 of the coins were 
struck bearing the date 1948), a type set, including commemora- 


tives, is surprisingly easy to acquire. Commemorative dollars (beau- 
tiful coins) are released at face value, and the only ceiling on the 
number struck is the length of the line-ups at the banks. 

















CANADA’S SILVER DOLLARS, big attractive coins, have been 
struck for two decades to a grand total considerably less than 
7,000,000 — most of which were issued in four peak years. Each 
of these four years produced a commemorative coin, and a further 
commemorative relase in the series is planned for 1958. The “be- 
tween years” have been characterizd by remarkably low mintings, 
down to 38,000 in 1945 and 40,000 in 1948. Further rarity is instilled 
in the 1948 strikings by the fact that the coins were of two types, 
the 1947 - Maple Leaf (21,000) and the standard 1948 (under 19,000 
and priced over $20 today). This chart, exclusive with The Flying 
Eaglet, provides the circulation figures at a glance. 


Hence, the 1935 dollar, marking the silver anniversary of the 
reign of King George V, still can be found in any handful of circu- 
lated dollars at a bank. So can the 1939, depicting the Parliament 
Buildings. About equally common is the 1953, first dollar to depict 
Queen Elizabeth II, and in incredible demand in the Coronation 
year. Today, over a million of the coins rest stockpiled in banks, 
and the collector can pick and choose. Also, the beautiful Newfound- 
land commemorative, struck in 1949 to mark the entry of the 
colony into Canada as a province, is readily obtained. For these. 
the most interesting of Canada’s silver dollars, also were the mos 
mass-produced. 

This year, 1958, is to see another commemorative, honouring 
British Columbia, Canada’s Pacific province. With totem post out- 
lined against the Rockies, it seems an attractive coin. Demand 
should be great.
